Compasses 

Magnetized pointers are 
particularly popular with 
“sea junk” enthusiasts. 
Small, handheld examples 
(1, 2) go for around $75, 
while a well-preserved box 
compass (3), which would 
have been mounted on a 
small vessel, retails for 
$175. Larger specimens, 
such as this 18.5-inch-long 
Dirigo Bracket Compass 
(4), command a price far 
north of that. Made in the 
late 1800s and used on 
a fishing vessel, it’s valued 
at $625 and is prized for its 
intact port and starboard 
magnetic balls, which 
were used to compensate 
for surrounding metal that 
might have caused the 
compass to stray from the 
correct position.

Signed and dated 
pieces (1, 2, 3) are the 
most valuable and 
appraise for as much 
as $1,500.

Ship Wheels 

Handsome and architectural, 
wooden ship wheels recall a 
bygone era of nautical history. 
(Modern ships typically have 
a compact aluminum wheel or 
a joystick.) Current scarcity 
(there was only one per ship, 
after all!) steers them toward 
a steady price of $500 to $700. 
One from a well-known vessel 
or fleet may be valued at twice 
that. Expect most to range 
in size from 30" to 40" and be 
crafted from oak ( 1 , 2 ), brass 
( 3 ), or chestnut ( 4 ). 
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Letter flags, like 
this “C” flag, are

Especially old flags

These sell for upward of 
$350, while newer 
synthetic ones (think 
1950s and onward) will 
go for closer to $150. 


Also of note, the “C” 
flag (4) is one of the 
most sought after by 
collectors. Beloved for 
its trio of colors and 
cute phonetic alphabet 
moniker of “Charlie,” it 
will often sail through 
auctions with an asking 
price of $250 or more, 
regardless of age.

B ecause I grew up in Virginia 

on a three-mile-wide river with 
views of the mighty Chesa- 
peake Bay, I have long been inspired by 
the seamen and sailors who made their 
living on the watery blue landscape. 

I found my early haul of primitive 
portraits of fish boat captains in junk 
shops and flea markets during summer 
holidays on the Outer Banks of North 
Carolina. 

I later became enamored of the 
work of Charles Reber, a local scavenger 
artist and woodcarver in Nags Head. 

He was as much of a character as the 
works he created! (See my prized yellow 
slickered-up sea captain.) His talent 
for rescuing driftwood pieces and 
flotsam and jetsam and transforming 
them into one-of-a-kind maritime art 
made him an Outer Banks legend. 

When you’re on the lookout for 
your own fleet, I recommend scouring 
coastal flea markets. That’s where I 
found many of my favorites, including 
a little curly-haired Shirley Temple 
look-alike, decked out as the heroine of 
the 1936 film Captain January , and 
my spiffy white-and-blue seaman with 
his oar in hand, who doubles as a bank. 
I have sailors carved out of wood, and 
some sewn from cotton. 

I chose a special piece to welcome 
all who enter our landlocked city 
apartment: a portrait of a sailor by 
folk artist Nancy Thomas ( nancythomas 
gallery.com) presenting the American 
flag in 3-D. 

And now it’s up to you to sail away 
into the waters of maritime collecting.

Jantzen Swimsuits 

WHAT THEY’RE WORTH:

WHAT YOU SHOULD KNOW: 

In 1910, Carl C. Jantzen and John and 
Roy Zehntbauer founded Portland 
Knitting Company, a manufacturer of 
sweaters, woolen hosiery, and more in 
Portland, Oregon. A few years later, 
when a fellow rowing club member 
asked them to knit a woolen suit for 
rowing in rainy winter, the company’s 
swimwear destiny was set in motion. 
Renaming itself Jantzen Knitting Mills 
in 1918, the company soon became a 
leader in swimwear, with licensed 
manufacturers all over the world. Their 
stylish swimsuits— like the 1937 Swing 
Suit shown here— started showing 
up on movie stars and in national ads in 
magazines such as Cosmopolitan. The 
company also promoted swimming as a 
sport, assembling its own Jantzen 
Swimming Organization and sponsoring 
“Learn to Swim” weeks in the ’30s, 
’40s, and ’50s. More than 100 years later, 
Jantzen is owned by Perry Ellis 
International and remains synonymous 
with stylish and sporty swimwear.

Ask a Country Vet 

Animal expert DR. TRICIA EARLEY 

answers questions about beach-bound pups, 

wary kitties, and backyard turtles. 


Q lt’s such a hassle to 

get our dogs clean 
after a day at the 
beach or pool, but we don’t 
want to leave the salt water 
or chlorinated water on 
their coats for too long. Are 
there any dog-friendly dry 
shampoos or quick fixes we 
can employ until we have 
time to give them a bath? 

E.K., Richmond, VA 



I agree that it’s 
important to remove 
salt water and chlorine 
as soon as possible, as they 
can dry out the coat and 
skin. Waterless shampoos 
are really best for a quick 
deodorizing— say, on those 
occasions when you don’t 
want to subject your friendly 
veterinarian to a less-than- 
fresh-smelling pooch, but 
you don’t have time to bathe 


him. These shampoos 
aren’t so great at actually 
removing substances like 
salt and chlorine. The truth 
is, nothing replaces a good 
rinsing. I recommend finding 
a hose, outdoor shower, 
or even bringing a pitcher 
of water for the specific 
purpose of giving your dogs 
a quick rinse. When you get 
home, use a moisturizing 
canine shampoo, such as an 
oatmeal-based product, that 
will provide a more thorough 
cleaning without stripping 
their coats of essential oils. 


Q We just arrived at 

the lake for a long 
summer stay, and our 
cabin has window AC units. 
My cat, Lucy, hides under 
my bed whenever I turn 
them on. I don’t want her 
to be unhappy, but it’s too 


hot to go without the AC! 

Is there anything I can 
do to help her get used to 
the noise? Do I need to 
be concerned about the 
air quality? 

K.P., Lansing, MI 

A The term “scaredy 
cat” was likely made 
up by dogs! Most 
felines should be referred to 
as “smarty cats”— they are 
by nature self-preservation- 
ists. When exposed to an 
unfamiliar or threatening 
sound, their instinct is to 
take cover first and rational- 
ize later. Don’t force Lucy 
out from under the bed. Cats 
seek cover to feel safe while 
they calm down. Instead, try 
to retrain her to associate 
something positive with the 
sound of the AC. Here’s an 
easy exercise: Turn the unit 
off and on for a few minutes. 
Each time it comes on, offer 
Lucy her favorite food or 
treat. Eventually, your kitty 
will find herself coming to 
you for a treat every time 
she hears the AC instead of 
running for cover. Your cat 
should also enjoy the same 
air quality that you do. To 
that end, keep up with air 
filtration and maintenance 
so that everyone can enjoy 
a peaceful and healthy 
vacation. 
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If you're spending too much time in the bathroom, you're not alone. Your symptoms 
may be caused by a digestive condition called EPI, or exocrine pancreatic insufficiency. 
Even if you have just one of these symptoms, you could still have EPI. 

• Frequent diarrhea 

• Unexplained weight loss 

• Oily, foul-smelling stools that float 

• Gas and bloating 

• Stomach pain 

EPI is a manageable condition, so don’t keep a lid on it. 

Go to CouldltBeEPI.com, complete the symptom checker, and talk 
to your doctor about your symptoms. Find out if it could be EPI.

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Q We recently added 

a turtle to our 
backyard pond. We 
do regular maintenance 
to make sure the water 
levels are high enough, but 
I’m worried our turtle could 
suffer from dehydration 
in the hot summer months. 
What signs should I look 
out for? 

F.S., Columbus, MS 


A Being reptiles, 

turtles depend on 
their environment 
to regulate a normal body 
temperature. It’s very 
possible for turtles to over- 
heat, so you’re smart to 
maintain adequate water 
levels in your pond, allowing 
it to seek deeper, cooler 
water. There are definitely 
warning signs if and when 
your turtle is suffering. If his 
eyes are sunken or remain 
closed, seek help from a 


reptile-savvy veterinarian 
right away. Check his skin 
carefully because wrinkled, 
flaky skin can be another 
sign of dehydration. It’s 
hard to evaluate a turtle for 
lethargy, as they aren’t 
exactly known for chasing 
Frisbees. But if you notice 
that your turtle is staying 
in the same spot for an 
excessively long time, 
showing little interest in 
eating or foraging, it’s time to 
take a trip to the vet. Provide 
your turtle with plenty of 
shade and aquatic plants— 
those will also help him stay 
cool all summer long. 


Q How safe is human 

sunscreen for pet 
consumption? Our 
dog, Sally, sometimes gets 
in my beach bag and licks 
my bottle of sunscreen. 
She has not shown any 
symptoms, but is this 


something I should be 
concerned about? 

K.N., Charlotte, NC 

A There are a few things 

to be aware of if your 
dog can’t resist tasting 
a fragrant glob of sunscreen. 
For the most part, ingestion 
of a small amount merely 
causes an upset stomach. 
However, some products 
contain ingredients that can 
be harmful if ingested in 
sufficient quantities. Zinc 
oxide, often found in 
sunscreen and diaper rash 
ointment, has the potential 
to cause serious anemia. 
Lethargy and pale gums are 
the most common clinical 
signs of this type of hemo- 
lytic anemia. Salicylates, an 
aspirin-like product, can 
also be found in sunscreen, 
as it assists in UVB protec- 
tion. If ingested in sufficient 
quantities, it can cause 
vomiting, diarrhea, and 


gastrointestinal ulceration. 
Cats are particularly sensitive 
to aspirin products. PABA 
(para-aminobenzoic acid) 
has the potential to cause 
gastric upset if ingested in 
sufficient quantities. If Sally 
shows any of these symp- 
toms, get her to the vet 
immediately. All this is not 
to say that dogs shouldn’t 
wear sunscreen. Dogs with 
exposed pink or white skin, 
like that on the ears or bridge 
of the nose, can benefit 
from it on sunny days. Be 
sure to look for one intended 
specifically for pets, and 
check the label just to make 
sure that it doesn’t contain 
any of these potentially 
harmful substances.

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Mary filled all the

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ary Barrett was 16 years old when 
her parents bought a vacation home in 
Maine’s Boothbay Harbor. And while 
the Georgia resident loved summers 
spent by the shore, she never imagined 
she’d one day own her own piece of the 
Pine Tree State, much less a historic 
place just a mile from where it all began. But in 
2009, when an early 1900s home in need of a little 
love hit the market in an area of Boothbay Harbor 


known as Juniper Point, Mary and her husband, 
Xavier Duralde, took the leap and set sail on a 
seven-month renovation. “We’d been visiting the 
area with our four children since they were born, 
but never planned on buying,” she says. “But when 
I stood on the porch of the little red cottage and 
spotted my parents’ house just across the water, 

I got goose bumps. It just felt right.” Here’s how 
Mary artfully designed a casual coastal retreat in 
keeping with her state’s “Vacationland” slogan. 
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Vacationland Rule #1: 

No Fussy 
Furniture 

Wet swimsuits? Bring ’em on! 
Mary scoured secondhand 
shops for weather-resistant 
wovens— rattan, wicker, and 
bamboo— that can take a 
beating indoors or out. “We 
live a lot of life in this house,” 
she says. “No one wants to 
spend time worrying about the 
upholstery.”

“Once they’ve withstood 
16 sets of feet, knocked-over 
wineglasses, and a whole 
spilled platter of pesto-covered 
appetizers, you know they 
can hold up to pretty much 
anything.” 


Vacationland Rule #2: 

Layer in a 
Little Kitsch 

A vacation home shouldn’t 
take itself too seriously. With 
that anything-goes spirit, 

Mary peppers her more 
curated collectibles with 
unapologetically playful finds, 
like souvenir plates (above), 
sailboat-printed lampshades 
(living room, left), and state- 
themed barware (dining room, 
not shown). And if there’s a 
ship wheel on sale, you can 
bet Mary will steer her way 
toward it. “I always have my 
eye out for all things nautical- 
sea captain bookends, seagull 
pencil sharpeners, you name 
it,” she says. 
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Vacationland Rule #4: 

Run for Cover 

In addition to adding a 
graphic decorative punch 
(and allowing guests to warm 
up to their liking), antique 
quilts make for an easy 
grab-and-go for picnics and 
lawn parties, as well as 
charming table cloths. “They 
come in particularly handy in 
the early morning and late 
evening on the porch,” says 
Mary. “When Prince William 
and Kate Middleton got 
married, it was a chilly April 
morning, so my mom and I 
wrapped up in quilts, drinking 
tea and wearing big hats in 
honor of the occasion.” 


Vacationland Rule #3: 

Sleep a Crowd 

Spare rooms are often, well, 
spare. To create a truly layered, 
lived-in sleepaway space, Mary 
crowded and cozied up the guest 
rooms with a host of vintage 
seascapes. “I’ve been scooping 
up seascapes for so long I didn’t 
even realize how many I had 
until I decided to hang them in 
here!” says Mary, whose favorite 
local sources for such include 
Wiscasset Village Antiques 
( wiscasse tvillagean tiques. com ) 
and the Nobleboro Antique 
Exchange ( antiquex.net ). No-frills 
bamboo shades add warmth 
and texture without detracting 
from the coastal elements in the 
bedrooms— porthole mirrors, 
buoys, map lampshades— that 
further the collected, been- 
around-forever feel.

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ccording to Country Living 
Style Director Page Mullins, 
there’s only one nonnegotiable 
rule of lake house design: Don't 
block the view. And that’s 
certainly understandable when 
you set foot on the waterfront 
property of the Country Living 
Lake House of the Year, a 
collaboration with Nashville 
architect Jonathan Torode 
(Pfeffer Torode Architecture), 
builder Chad Calhoun (Classic Homes), and 
Russell Lands On Lake Martin, a high-end real 
estate developer on this Alabama lake, just two 
hours from Birmingham and roughly 2.5 from 
Atlanta (see page 85). “The design is less about 
being ‘timeless’ and more about creating a place 
where people lose track of time,” says Jonathan. 
And because some Russell Lands residents 
choose to live on Lake Martin year-round, Page 
fought the urge to “lake it up” indoors and instead 
designed a space that counterbalances more 
rustic elements (wood beams, a stone fireplace) 
with effortlessly elegant furniture, finishes, and 
fixtures. Or, in happy hour-at-the-lake speak: 
the “sauvignon blanc” equivalent of a lake house 
as opposed to the “six-pack” interpretation. 

Still, thanks to durable materials (nubby linens, 
performance velvets, sisal and rag rugs), nothing 
feels particularly precious or too formal. Here’s 
how the Country Living team, with the help of our 
partners, brought a dream lake house to life.

Lake Martin’s heavily 
wooded landscape inspired 
the home’s overall design, 
as well as the interior 
finishes, such as tongue- 
and-groove pine walls ( 4 ), 
the cedar ceiling ( 5 ), and the 
stained, pecky cypress 
kitchen island ( 6 ). “We’re 
primarily surrounded by 
plaster and Sheetrock in our 
day-to-day lives,” says 
Jonathan. “Walking into a 
cabin that’s wood inside and 
out removes us from that 
everyday and shifts us into 
a relaxed mind-set.”

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veryone in Provincetown, Massachusetts, knows “Blue 
Shutters.” The weather-beaten gray cottage with the telltale 
shutters has been a local landmark since it was built in 1840 
out on its own small wharf reaching into Cape Cod Bay. Grocer 
N.C. Brooks built the house facing the water because that’s 
where all the action was — a steady stream of fishermen and 
merchants shouted all day long about their hauls. 

Post Brooks, the house sat empty for around 12 years and 
became something of a local curiosity — locals made it their 
business to peek through the privets and create their own 
narratives until artists Florence and Jacques Salvan came to town in 1953. They 
brought with them a decidedly nautical theme. Inspired by the shutters and 
the view, the couple refinished and painted the floors a bright blue, added 
porthole windows to their galley kitchen, and incorporated murals depicting 
coastal scenery. (Florence even painted a lobster dinner on the icebox.) 

Today, the cottage retains almost every bit of that 1950s Bohemian charm 
thanks to retired antiques dealer Stephen Score and his wife, artist Eleanor. 
The moment the Scores saw the place, they immediately embraced everything 
the Salvans had left behind — the warped and chippy wood, a treasure trove 
of furnishings in the attic, and a completely outfitted kitchen. “It’s a place that’s 
an antidote to the heaviness and seriousness of the world,” says Stephen. “It’s 
like living on a boat, but, thank God, without the boat.” 



Living Room 

The open floor plan allows 
for unobstructed views 
of the Atlantic Ocean. The 
Scores created a living 
room with a mix of seating, 
including a petite sofa (a 
favorite perch for Cubbie), 
and an old blue rocker. 

The yellow upholstered 
swivel chair— one of a pair 
that Eleanor scored from 
her mother— is the perfect 
beach house option.

ship and the refrigerator 
door. Shelves and 
cupboards teem with 
vintage kitchenware that 
came with the house, 
including red-striped 
Libbey drinking glasses 
and the bread box by 
folk artist Peter Hunt. 
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Sitting Room 

A sitting nook across 
from the living area 
is filled with eye 
candy, including a 
mixed-media collage 
by Eleanor that 
illustrates the main 
pier and church on 
the East End of the 
town, a barrel by 
famous Cape Cod folk 
artist Peter Hunt, and 
“relaxed, unpreten- 
tious, and a bit kooky” 
pieces like the Suckers 
fish bait sign and the 
carved whale.

1. Heat 1 V 2 inches oil in a 
large Dutch oven over 
medium-high heat to 375°F 
(measure temperature with 
a deep-fry thermometer). 

2. Meanwhile, whisk together 
cornmeal, paprika, baking 
soda, 1 cup flour, V 2 teaspoon 
salt, and V 2 teaspoon pepper 
in a bowl. Add beer and 
whisk to combine. 

3. Place remaining V 2 cup 
flour in a bowl. Season with 
salt and pepper. Add fish, 
shrimp, clams, and lemon 
slices and toss to coat lightly. 

4. Working with a few pieces 
at a time, remove seafood 
and lemons from flour, 
shaking off excess, and dip 
in batter, letting excess drip 
back into bowl. Carefully 
add to hot oil, being careful 
not to overcrowd the pot. 

Fry until golden brown 

and cooked through, 1 to 
2 minutes per side. Transfer 
to a paper towel-lined plate. 
Season with salt. 

5. Serve with lemon wedges, 
Tartar Sauce, Mignonette, 
Chimichurri, hot sauce, and 
malt vinegar. 
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Whisk together V 2 cup 
mayonnaise, 2 Tbsp. chopped 

dill pickles or relish, and 1 
Tbsp. each fresh lemon juice, 
capers, and whole-grain 
mustard in a bowl. Season 
with kosher salt and freshly 
ground black pepper. Add 
more lemon juice, if desired. 
Makes 2 /z cup. 


Mignonette 


Combine V 2 cup red wine 
vinegar and 1 small, finely 
chopped shallot in a bowl.
